Salvador Borrego Escalante (1915-2018), who died January 8, was a Mexican 
historian and journalist most noted for his well-written, factual Revisionist books in 
which he repeatedly refuted, among other sacred cows, the criminal Jewish 
Holocaust swindle. He wrote and published over fifty books on topics that include 
politics, economics, military history, medicine, sociology, religion, metaphysics, 
journalism, philosophy and more. Over the years he was editor of thirty-seven 
newspapers. He was considered an impeccable gentleman, and “Don Salvador” 


was revered by all who knew him. 


Borrego started out as a serious Establishment journalist and worked for decades 
for the national daily Exce/s/or. He insisted that Adolf Hitler was defamed by a 
lying media using fake news stories. His most famous book is Derrota Mundial 
(Worldwide Defeat) published in 1953 with a foreword by the national luminary 


Jose Vasconcelos. 


In Derrota Mundial Borrego claimed that World War II was provoked by a Jewish- 
controlled Soviet Union, which managed to drag the western Allies into its war 
against the NS Reich. With the defeat of the National Socialists the world fell into 


the clutches of Jewish “supercapitalists” - hence the title of the book. 


Borrego’s masterpiece has become hugely popular among nationalists worldwide. 
It has been reprinted 48 times, and is one of the most widely read Revisionist 
books in the Spanish-speaking world. It is reportedly used in some conservative 


schools and colleges in Western Mexico. 


Borrego always denied being an antisemite, arguing that he just criticized the 


Jewish leadership, and that criticizing the Jewish leadership is no more antisemitic 


than criticizing the Mexican government is “anti-Mexican.” He also denied being 


right-wing, claiming that “it is the bankers who are the real ‘right wing.'” 


Borrego wrote books about other conspiracies as well, such as how the United 
States ruling class controls Mexico by sponsoring Freemasonry and Protestantism, 
how the “criminal” Waffen-SS, in fact, consisted of noble warriors and did not 
engage in any atrocities, how scientific medicine fights against real medicine and, 


of course, how there are crypto-communists throughout society. 


Fifteen years older than the Catalan Revisionist writer Joaquin Bochaca, with 
whom he had a cordial friendship, Borrego was considered the dean of Historical 


Revisionism in the Spanish speaking world.
